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Treasurer's  Report 

January  1,  2002  to  December  31,  2002 

During  2002,  the  Town  bought  property  and  yield  taxes  in  the  amount  of 
28597.02.  This  amount  is  not  included  in  the  following  reports  as  either  reve- 
nues or  expenditures.  Any  portions  of  those  liens  that  have  been  redeemed  is 
reflected  in  the  reports. 

Once  again  the  Town  did  not  need  to  borrow  any  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes.  This  continues  to  be  a  great  saving  to  the  Town  in  interest  payments  and 
to  me  and  the  Selectmen  in  the  form  of  paperwork. 

The  Town  made  its  first  annual  payment  on  the  $100,000  bond  used  for  Brook- 
field's  portion  of  the  Wakefield  Public  Safety  Building.  Four  annual  payments 
remain. 

Reminder:  there  will  be  a  $25.00  fee  charged  for  any  check  returned  by  the 
bank  for  insufficient  funds.

Roads 

In  2002,  the  voter  of  Brookfield  approved  a  warrant  article  proposed  by  the 
road  Improvement  Committee  for  the  repair  and  pavement  of  Clark  Rd.  and  the 
Mtn.  Rd.  This  major  road  improvement  was  sorely  needed  and  a  big  stop  to- 
ward upgrading  our  road  system. 

The  Selectmen  were  advised  by  the  Dept.  of  Revenue  Administration  that 
the  vote  taken  became  null  and  void  because  of  a  very  minor  word  change 
made  on  the  floor  of  the  meeting.  Because  the  work  had  already  been  com- 
pleted, the  DRA  allowed  the  Selectmen  to  use  surplus  funds  for  payment  of 
this  bill.  Since  the  town  uses  surplus  funds  to  offset  taxes  anyway  -  this  action 
had  no  negative  effect. 


TOWN  HALL 

At  our  last  Town  Meeting,  the  voters  were  advised  that  our  L-CHIP  match- 
ing grant  had  been  approved  for  the  repair  of  the  Town  House  foundation.  A 
short  time  after  this  approval,  the  paperwork  arrived  with  unanticipated  contin- 
gencies. The  Selectmen  found  these  not  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  town 
and  sought  a  waiver.  Each  time  a  reasonable  solution  was  at  hand  -  another 
glitch  would  appear.  In  December,  the  Board  was  advised  that  approval  would 
most  likely  occur  in  Jan.  03.  Bases  on  this  hopeful  sign,  the  Board  has  encum- 
bered funds  for  this  project. 


RETIREMENTS 

This  year  has  seen  the  resignation  of  several  long  time  town  officials.  Jim 
Whittemore  has  served  as  our  Code  Enforcement  Officer  for  41  years.  Cy 
Moody  has  been  the  town  Road  Agent  for  approximately  25  years.  One  can 
only  imagine  how  many  new  homes  and  outbuildings  Jim  has  inspected,  and 
miles  of  roads  Cy  has  plowed.  We  wish  them  well  in  their  retirement. 

Janet  Williamson  had  served  as  Assessor/Clerk  and  oversaw  timbering  per- 
mits for  a  number  of  years.  We  thank  her  for  her  service  and  wish  her  well  in 
her  career  as  an  EMT. 
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WAKEFIELD  CONTRACT 

Our  3  year  agreement  for  services  with  the  Town  of  Wakefield  has  expired. 
We  are  currently  working  with  them  on  a  replacement  document. 


NEW  PERSONNEL 

Claire  Donahue  is  serving  as  Deputy  Town  Clerk  and  Deputy  Tax  Collector. 
This  provides  backup  in  case  of  illness,  vacations,  etc.  The  Board  has  estab- 
lished a  set  number  of  hours  for  each  position  as  to  keep  Claire  proficient  in 
the  skills  required. 

Pam  Frazier  has  taken  on  the  responsibilities  of  Assessor/Clerk.  Taking 
over  a  position  can  present  all  sorts  of  challenges.  Pam  is  doing  an  excellent 
job  updating  files  and  making  adjustments  in  our  computer  base.  With  our  up- 
coming re-evaluation,  it  will  be  important  that  we  have  everything  in  proper 
order. 

Bob  Leonard  was  assigned  the  responsibilities  of  CEO  for  Timbering  and 
Wetlands.  In  January,  Bob  was  appointed  as  our  new  Code  Enforcement  Offi- 
cer for  buildings,  septic  inspections  and  issuance  of  driveway  permits  on  town 
roads. 

Evans  &  Sons  has  been  contracted  to  serve  as  our  new  Road  Agent.  We  are 
please  to  have  them  on  board  and  appreciative  of  everyone's  understanding  of 
their  need  to  learn  all  intricacies  of  our  roads. 


TAX  RE-EVALUATION 

The  Board  has  contracted  with  Nyberg,  Purvis  &  Associates,  Inc.  to  be  our 
town  Assessor  and  perform  our  required  property  re-evaluation.  This  process 
will  take  several  years,  with  the  results  taking  effect  at  the  end. 

Given  the  outdated  software  program  now  in  place  to  keep  track  of  all  this, 
the  Board  contracted  with  Avitar  to  provide  computer  software,  training  and 
technical  assistance.  This  program  will  provide  up  to  date  information  on  each 
property  and  will  be  able  to  handle  numberous  calculations  (previously  done 
by  hand),  required  b  y  the  numerous  state  reports.

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ANIMAL  CONTROL 

Brookfield  has  gained  quite  a  few  dogs  this  year.  The  years-registered  dogs 
are  up  to  159.  This  is  a  gain  of  23  dogs.  All  are  up  to  date  on  their  rabies 
shots. 

Verbal  or  written  warnings  have  been  given  to  a  few  owners  concerning 
their  running  at  large  or  barking  dogs.  Most  have  been  taken  care  of  without 
any  further  incident.  Unusual  calls  have  been  for  assistance  with  bobcat, 
snakes  or  bears. 

One  stray  cat  bite  resulted  in  testing  at  the  State  Lab.  Results  were  received 
back  and  they  were  negative. 

Calls  on  farm  animals;  cows  and  horses  have  dropped  off.  With  only  a  call 
or  two  on  pigs  that  have  gotten  loose.  A  phone  call  to  owner  or  neighbor 
helped  in  the  gathering  up  of  their  stock  with  the  Animal  Control  Officer. 

Calls  received  and  returned  for  the  townspeople  were  one  hundred  plus, 
miles  traveled  557.7.  Any  calls  made  through  the  police  department,  while  on 
duty,  are  not  charged.  Owners  paid  for  all  dogs  taken  in  or  picked  up  for  run- 
ning at  large. 

Owners  needing  rabies  shot  this  year,  please  watch  for  the  clinic  date,  which 
will  be  announced  in  spring.  This  will  be  held  at  the  police  department,  with 
Dr.  Flood  and  your  Brookfield- Wakefield  Animal  Control  Officer. 

Extra  time  is  being  spent  on  collecting  delinquent  licenses.  This  can  be 
eliminated  by  paying  for  license  by  April  30,  according  to  law. 

Licenses  are  due  by  April  30,  2003

Once  again,  NEDCC  did  a  wonderful 
job  of  conserving  one  of  the  Town's  earliest  documents  for 
future  generations. 

Craig  attended  a  training  session  sponsored  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Local  Records  Education  Project,  held  in  Man- 
chester. He  continues  to  b  e  active  in  the  New  Hampshire 
Archives  Group  (NHAG)  and  was  elected  to  the  Board  of 
that  organization  in  May. 

This  spring  will  see  the  publication  of  a  book  about  a 
woman,  Betsey  Guppey,  born  in  Brookfield,  and  who  lived 
here  in  the  1820s,  married  to  Josiah  Chamberlan.  Both  she 
and  her  brother,  Benjamin  Franklin  Guppy  were  school 
teachers  in  Brookfield,  as  well.  The  title:  The  Life  and  Writ- 
ings of  Betsey  Chamberlain:  Native  American  Mill  Worker, 
by  Judith  A.  Ranta  and  published  by  Northeastern  University 
Press.  We  hope  to  have  Judith  to  a  presentation  on  this 
topic;  sometime  this  summer.  Judith  used  our  Town  Ar- 
chives in  her  research,  and  Craig  collaborated  with  her  on 
genealogy  of  the  Chamberlain  family. 

Craig  continues  to  respond  to  queries  regarding  genealogy 
and  graveyards.  These  questions  usually  come  through  the 
Office  of  the  Town  Clerk.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Numerous  Minimum  Impact  Expedited  Wetlands  applications  were  reviewed 
and  acted  upon  during  the  early  months  of  the  year;  we  supported  the  efforts  of 
the  Moose  Mountains  Regional  Greenways  Organization,  of  which  we  are  a 
founding  member,  to  produce  conservation  easements  on  various  large  parcels 
of  land  in  the  area  including  Moose  Mountain  ;some  were  successful,  some 
were  not,  and  some  are  pending.  The  commission  acted  aggressively  upon 
wetlands  violations  associated  with  the  140  acre  clear  cut  on  Sanborn  Road  in 
march  and  months  preceding.  Our  annual  town  Cleanup  Day  was  held  on  May 
4th,  supervised  this  year  by  Debra  Chrysafidis.  During  the  year  we  maintain  a 
watch  over  infestation  of  West  Nile  Virus  in  New  Hampshire.  We  took  action 
with  the  police  on  the  destruction  of  a  burial  site  during  a  logging  operation. 
We  obtained  and  distributed  seasonal  dock  applications  and  forestry  wetlands 
notification  forms  from  the  Department  of  environmental  Services.  An  other 
Dry  Hydrant  project  was  completed.  Ten  of  the  most  important  wetlands  in 
Brookfield  were  surveyed  by  Blue  Moon  environmental  Company,  through  a 
state  grant  to  MMRG.  The  results  have  been  published  but  not  yet  distributed. 
The  Planning  Board  is  preparing  a  Timber  Harvesting  Ordinance  for  presenta- 
tion at  the  Town  Meeting.    We  voted  to  co-sponsor  this  effort.  It  is  our  inten- 
tion to  remain  vigilant  toward  the  protection  of  the  natural  resources  (which 
include  wetlands,  timber,  and  wildlife)  of  Brookfield,  and  to  serve  the  commu- 
nity by  encouraging  conservation,  the  use  of  Best  Management  Practices  and 
consultation  with  other  regional  conservation  groups  and  commissions

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WAKEFIELD  FIRE/ AMBULANCE  REPORT 

The  Fire  Department  was  able  to  update  our  fleet  in  2002  by  replacing  a 
1954  GMC  4X4  Forestry  truck  with  a  2002  F550  Ford  4X4.  This  truck  has  a 
utility  body  for  added  space  needs,  as  well  as  a  250-gallon  skid  unit  in  the  back 
for  water..  It  is  intended  to  be  a  quick  response  unit  as  well  as  a  forestry  unit. 
Equipment  includes  forestry  tools,  self-contained  air  breathing  packs,  and  basic 
medical  supplies.  It  is  housed  at  the  East  Wakefield  station. 

If  approved,  we  will  have  the  funds  needed  to  purchase  a  new  ambulance  in 
this  coming  year. 

The  Fire  Department  is  continuing  to  find  it  difficult  to  have  a  full  crew  of 
EMTs  available  to  respond  to  medical  calls.  The  town  has  had  to  rely  on  more 
Mutual  Aid  from  other  towns;  this  is  mainly  for  daytime  calls  when  our  cur- 
rent volunteers  are  at  their  regular  jobs.  With  the  demand  for  service  and  the 
staffing  concerns,  the  Fire  Department  has  asked  for  2  full  time  positions  this 
year  to  cover  the  daytime  hours  during  the  week.

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Requests  for  the  ambulance  averaged  out  to  slightly  more  than  once  every  day, 
logging  9,780.6  miles.  Neighboring  communities  requested  Mutual  Aid  from 
Wakefield's  ambulance  on  v  14  calls.  Wakefield  requested  Mutual  Aid  from 
our  neighbors  on  61  calls.  Some  of  our  calls  for  assistance  were  for  multiple 
patient  motor  vehicle  accidents.  Paramedic  level  intercepts,  or  when  our  am- 
bulance was  out  on  a  call.  However,  many  were  for  a  second  license  or  even 
ambulance  transport  when  Wakefield  die  not  have  a  crew  available  to  respond. 

Fire  emergencies  for  2002  showed  a  decrease  of  approximately  2%. 
The  month  with  the  greatest  number  of  calls  was  May  with  3 1 ;  the  month  with 
the  fewest  was  March  with  9. 

The  average  number  of  calls  per  month  was  19.  Wakefield  fire  re- 
quested Mutual  Aid  on  34  calls.  Mutual  aid  was  requested  from  Wakefield 
Fire  on  41  calls. 

The  Fire  Department  roster  for  2002  consisted  of  31  members  on  the 
fire  side  and  13  on  Ems  side.  Nine  members  are  on  both  rosters.  This  past 
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year  we  had  several  newer  members  become  certified  at  Firefighter  Level  I  and 
currently  have  several  attending  a  Firefighter  Level  II  course.  Most  of  our 
members  are  certified  in  Self  Contained  -Apparatus,  Hazardous  Materials,  In- 
cident Command  System  and  Motor  vehicle  Extrication/Rescue.  The  EMS 
roster  consisted  of  5  Emergency  medical  Technician  -  Intermediates,  4  EMT 
Basics  and  4  medically  trained  First  Responders.

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Again  this  past  summer,  we  were  able  to  participate  in  a  promo- 
tional program  with  Kawasaki  and  Rochester  Motor  Sports  for  the  loan  of  a  Jet 
Ski  watercraft  and  trailer  for  water  rescue  at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 

With  the  fundraising  efforts  of  Gordon  Hollis,  the  Firemen's  Associa- 
tion, many  local  organizations  and  the  support  of  individual  donations,  the  goal 
was  met  to  purchase  a  Thermal  Imaging  Camera.  This  camera  will  allow  Fire- 
fighters to  do  a  more  effective  search  and  rescue  in  a  smoke  filled  building,  to 
check  for  fire  extension  in  walls  and  ceilings  and  to  search  for  injured  or  lost 
persons  in  the  dark.  It  is  a  lifesaving  tool  that  will  be  a  large  asset  to  the  De- 
partment. We  had  applied  for  a  Federal  Grant  early  last  year  and  were  recently 
notified  that  the  Wakefield  Fire  Department  was  chosen  to  receive  a  grant  in 
the  amount  of  $21,780.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  Multi-Gas  Detector  as  well  as  a 
thermal  Imaging  Camera.  The  Department  must  pay  a  percentage  of  the  pur- 
chase cost.  The  raised  funds  will  allow  us  to  pay  our  portion  of  this  grant  and 
purchase  a  second  camera,  which  will  be  placed  in  the  East  Wakefield  Station. 
This  will  enable  us  to  have  these  valuable  tools  at  each  end  of  our  Town. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  their  continuous  support  of 
new  tools  and  equipment.  This  gives  us  the  means  to  be  more  efficient  in  our 
jobs.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  the  budget  Committee  and  the 
Town  Administrator  for  their  support. 

In  closing,  we  are  always  looking  for  energetic,  hardworking  indi- 
viduals with  the  time  and  willingness  to  follow  through  on  the  necessary  train- 
ing to  become  a  part  of  the  Fire  Department  and/  or  the  Ambulance.  It  does 
take  a  certain  commitment,  but  serving  your  community  can  give  a  special  re- 
ward. Please  contact  any  Fire  /  Ambulance  member.

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PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  continued  it's  primary  charter  of  being  the  principal 
Land  Use  policy  body  for  the  town  of  Brookfield. 

2002  was  an  increasingly  busy  year  for  the  Planning  Board.  One  of  the  key 
changes  for  Brookfield  in  2002  was  our  joining  the  Strafford  Regional  Plan- 
ning Commission  (SRPC)  in  July.  As  Development  and  Growth  pressures 
continue  migration  up  Route  16  the  SRPC  provides  us  with  professional  plan- 
ning advise  and  resources  to  us  as  p  art  of  our  annual  dues.  This  is  a  tremen- 
dous resource  for  a  small  town  such  as  ours. 

Two  of  the  bigger  issues  before  the  Board  in  2002  were  discussions  on  the 
use  of  Timber  Lands  and  an  application  for  an  enlarged  Sand  &  Gravel  opera- 
tion on  our  boarder  with  Wakefield. 

The  Brookfield  Planing  board  has  declared  that  the  Sand  &  Gravel  applica- 
tion has  "Regional  Impact"  and  will  be  working  with  the  Towns  of  Wolfeboro 
and  Wakefield  along  with  the  Wakefield  Water  District  on  this  important  topic. 

In  order  to  best  educate  Planning  Board  members  as  well  as  other  Town  Of- 
ficials and  Town  Residents  the  Planning  Board  hosted  a  series  of  workshops 
and  invited  guest  speakers  to  our  meetings.  Topics  included  the  key  State  Offi- 
cials for  Forestry  Issues  as  well  as  the  State  Official  responsible  for  collecting 
Yield  Taxes  for  Sand  &  Gravel. 

The  Board  plans  to  continue  these  educational  sessions  in  2003  and  urges  all 
town  citizens  interested  in  learning  more  about  the  issues  and  regulations  that 
effect  us  to  attend  the  Planning  Board  meetings. 

There  are  currently  4  openings  for  Alternates  to  the  Planning  Board.  We 
urge  any  Town  Resident  who  would  like  to  actively  participate  in  helping 
guide  the  future  of  our  Town  and  to  protect  our  Rural  landscape  to  contact  any 
of  the  Planning  Board  members.

Serious  motor  vehicle  crashes  are  down  significantly  this  year.  The  police 
department  has  worked  together  with  other  state  and  local  agencies  in  a  coordi- 
nated effort  to  educate  the  public,  improve  the  roadways  and  to  increase  traffic 
enforcement.

Recent  burglaries  and  an  armed  robbery  at  an  ATM  remind  us  that  we  cannot 
take  our  relative  security  for  granted.  We  need  to  be  vigilant  to  protect  our- 
selves from  criminal  activity  This  department  enjoys  a  high  clearance  rate  for 
serious  crimes  due  in  large  part  to  help  from  observant  citizens.  Please  be 
aware  of  your  neighborhoods  and  report  any  suspicious  activity. 

Department  members  selected  Officer  Mark  O'Brien  as  the  Officer  of  the 
Year  for  2002.  Officer  O'Brien  has  been  with  the  department  since  January  of 
2000.  He  is  known  as  a  problem  solver  and  is  well  received  by  our  citizens. 
He  also  co-ordinates  maintenance  of  the  police  vehicles,  keeping  them  in  top 
condition  while  saving  the  taxpayers  considerable  money. 

We  welcome  two  new  officers  to  our  ranks  this  year.  Part-Time  Officer 
Ryan  Chaffee  is  in  his  senior  year  at  UNH  where  he  is  majoring  in  Business 
Management,  with  minors  in  Political  Science  and  Justice  Studies.  Officer 
Fawn  Vachon,  our  newest  Full-Time  Officer,  is  very  familiar  with  the  Wake- 
field/Brookfield  area,  having  grown  up  in  Wakefield.  She  earned  an  Associ- 
ates Degree  in  Criminal  Justice  at  Mcintosh  College.  We  look  forward  to 
working  with  both  new  officers.

Warrant  Article  10  established  the  Property  Evaluation  expendable 
general  fund  with  the  Selectmen  as  agents  to  expend. 

Income  of  trust  funds  has  declined  this  year  because  of  lower  interest 
rates.  The  trustees  are  hopeful  that  this  is  a  temporary  situation.  The  small 
burial  ground  trusts  are  those  primarily  affected  because  the  amount  available 
for  maintenance  is  minimal. 

Volunteers  who  wish  to  adopt  maintenance  of  trust  burial  grounds  should  con- 
tact the  trustees. 

The  Scholastic  Recognition  Award  Fund  has  again  received  generous 
private  donations  in  addition  to  the  $500.00  appropriated  by  the  Town.  The 
Trustees  goal  is  to  increase  the  fund  through  memorial  and  other  tax-free  dona- 
tions and  reinvestment  of  a  portion  of  the  interest  earned  so  that  future  award 
amounts  can  be  raised.
